The “Son Of Someone Fam¬ 
ous" is now at the library. M.E. 
Kerr, author of “Dinky Hocker 
Shoots Smack!” published in 
1972, and “If I Love You, Am I 
Trapped Forever?” published 
in 1973, has provided the young 
people with a new novel, “The 
Son Of Someone Famous.” 

Writing books for young 
people is risky business these 
days. Themes that were once 
taboo for the young are the in 
thing. The young are all hepped 
up on the “heavy drug scene", 
the “witchcraft scene”, the 
“sex scene”, the “leaving home 
scene". They eat up “flower 
power”, “love power” and 
“peace power”. Great move¬ 
ments are the thing to read 
about. 

M.E. Kerr has managed to 
provide material for this new 
novel from the average, non¬ 
drinking, run of the mill high 
■ school adolescent. It was worth 
the risk. The result is a heart 
warming story of young people 
just as typical of today as of 
yesterday. 

The young can relate to 
Adam and Brenda Belle. The 
older people can relate to their 
counterparts in the story and 
can relate through reminis¬ 
cence to Adam and Brenda. 

The events of the story take 
place in a small Vermont town, 
Storm. Storm could be any¬ 
where. It has its high school, its 
drug store hangout, its homes. 
Nothing very dramatic about 
it....It could be Agawam. 

Brenda Belle Blossom is a 
tomboyish, dark-haired, fifteen 
year old native of Storm. She 
attends the local high school, is 
not of the “in” crowd and is 
struggling to find her own

identity. She lives with an old 
maid aunt, Faith, and her 
opinionated mother who has 
definite ideas on what “being 
feminine” means. What was 
her father really like? Why did 
Faith never marry? Why can't 
she communicate with her 
mother? Brenda Belle keeps 
notes. She obviously intends to 
write a novel some day. 

Adam Blessing is the pseu¬ 
donym for the 16 year old 
unassuming boy who is new in 
town. He is not the football 
hero. He is not on drugs. He is 
the outsider trying to be 
accepted. This is his story; he is 
the son of someone famous. He 
has come to live with his 
grandfather, Charlie Blessing, 
the Storm town drunk. Why 
can’t Adam communicate with’ 
his father? Why does his 
grandfather drink? What is the 
mystery surrounding his moth¬ 
er? Why did his grandfather, 
Charlie, lose his prestige in 
Storm? Adam keeps a Journal. 

Adam and Brenda became 
friends and the story is told by 
both of them. Kerr cleverly uses 
the "diary” form of telling a 
story. Through Brenda’s notes 
for her novel and Adam’s 
Journal, we discover the an¬ 
swers to all the questions that 
these two teenagers grapple 
with. Together they discover 
important truths about them¬ 
selves and their elders. 

At times you will smile with 
your heart. At times your heart 
will be heavy. Sometimes you 
will laugh out loud. You will 
find yourself saying “that’s the 
truth” or “I remember think¬ 
ing that” or “I remember] 
feeling like that.” And at all 1 
times you will be entertained. 

Kerr’s “The Son of Someone 
Famous” deals with the real, 
the commonplace that isn’t 
commonplace after all. It is 
poignant, charming, witty, 
simple, sincere, touching, ser¬ 
ious and above all real. “The 
Son of Someone Famous” is a 
risk well taken.

DEATH PENALTY 

Governor Sargent vetoed the 
bill passed by the ^General 
Court that would institute the 
death penalty for certain speci¬ 
fic crimes. 

This week the House over¬ 
rode the veto by a 158-71 vote, 
more than the necessary two 
thirds. 

However, when the matter 
reached the Senate, the vote 
was 24-15 in that body, less 
than two thirds. And so the veto 
stands. 

THE GOVERNOR AND 
PUBLIC WORKS PROJECTS 

A bill that would prohibit 
the governor from ' delaying 
public works projects without 
the legislature’s concurrence 
was given initial approval by 
the House this week. 

This legislation is another 
chapter in the familiar tug of 
war between the executive and 
legislative branches. 

Arguments against the bill 
centered around its possible 
unconstitutionality. It may vio¬ 
late the separation of powers. A 
move to substitute for the bill 
an order to seek the opinion of 
the Attorney General as to its 
constitutionality was defeated. 

There is also a disturbing 
vagueness to the bill. It does 
not define “delay” or the 
nature of the projects it is 
'designed to cover. 

There are times when the 
timing of projects must be 


juggled to fit the requirements 
for receiving federal money. 
This could cause problems. The 
legislature must concur, and 
even the Massachusetts legis¬ 
lature, which took longer last 
year than any other state body 
to complete its business, is not 
always in session. The governor 
is always in session, and this is 
the reason the constitution 
leaves so much of the adminis¬ 
tration of the state to him. 

ASSISTANT CLERKS 

Attempts by members of 
both parties to amend legis¬ 
lation creating new assistant 
court clerks failed, and the bill 
passed. The amendments 
would have deleted clerkships 
in districts where the need for 
the new jobs was dubious. The 
bill created positions in Brook¬ 
line, Plymouth, Brockton and 
Boston. In some of these courts 
the workload calls for extra 
help. In others there is doubtful 
justification. 

Journalists have suggested 
that the creation of extra 
assistant court clerkships is 
often simply the legislature’s 
way of creating its own patron¬ 
age to compete with the 
governor’s vast powers of 
appointment. 

In any case it must be re¬ 
membered that the salaries of 
these new positions created by 
the legislature, must be paid by 
country government. County 
government is paid for by local 
property tax payers. So the leg¬ 
islature does not have to pass 
any unpopular tax legislation to 
pay for these new jobs. It gets 
tacked onto the local tax rate 
instead.

Dear Editor: 

Having explained to a friend 
how a fairly good lawn was 
ruined by mowing it after the 
grass had been permitted to 
grow too high, I remembered a 
situation which occurs on a 
great many lawns in the 
springtime. 

Read on, this may be some¬ 
thing you don’t know, or may 
have forgotten. 

1. All blades of grass are 
white at the bottom. Inspect a' 
blade and see for-yourself. 

2. Short grass has very little 
of this white. 

3. The longer the grass blade 
the longer the area of white. 

4. Therefore, mowing grass 
short, after it has grown long 


(say four inches or more), leaves 
too much of the white exposed 
to the sun, and it causes it to 
dry out (burn) and turn brown. 

After fertilizing (especially in 
the spring) certain patches of 
grass will be higher than the 
general area because more 
fertilizer happened to hit such 
patches; or because rain did 
not wash away some of that 
which remained from a prior 
feeding. 

If your lawn shows such 
patches in the spring, do 
yourself a favor and mow them 
as soon as they appear. Don’t 
wait until the whole lawn needs 
mowing. If you do, you prob¬ 
ably will have brown patches 


which could spoil the appear¬ 
ance of your lawn for the rest of 
the season; unless you put 
topsoil on the area and reseed 
them. 

Naturally in mowing such 
patches, you should adjust your 
lawn mower to cut high enough 
to leave enough green (plenty) 
to protect the white area. 

I write this realizing that 
many wives may pester hus¬ 
bands to get to it; but you may 
thank me in the end — or wish 
to kick me there.

Just what IS social dancing? 
If I were to ask that question, 
I’m sure I’d get many different 
answers.

A: In recent months I’ve had 
an unusually large amount of 
interest shown by young people 
who’ve come down to the 
studio. Yes, I do think it’s 
coming back, but not exactly 
the same as in the past. Most 
dance floors are crowded and 
virtually too small for the type 
of ballroom dancing that our 
grandparents knew and loved. 
But I think what we'll all be 
dancing in the next few years 
will be a “modernized” ball¬ 
room dancing, that is, ballroom 
dancing that has been rede¬ 
signed to fit todays crowded 
and small dance floors. I think 
that the attitude towards ball¬ 
room dancing that has been 
held by youth will be affected 
by it, and “modernized" ball¬ 
room dancing will be filled with 
a lot more individuality and 
personal style than before. 

Q: By individuality and 
personal style, do you mean 
that people won’t have to 
memorize a lot of steps in order 


to become good dancers? 

A: Exactly. I've been impli- 
menting into my studio for 
some time now with favorable 
results. 1 think that the key to 
good dancing lies in the ability 
for men to lead any woman to 
do anything he so desires in any 
dance, and for women to be 
able to follow any man regard¬ 
less if he’s doing memorized 
steps or just making them up. 
I’ve even gone so far as to teach 
one of my classes to dance all 
the dances without knowing 
any steps at all! We’ve had 
gocxl results and I’d like to have 
more classes fashioned after it. 

Q: So, Mr. Benet, what 
you're over-all trying to say K 
that with this new "modern¬ 
ized" ballroom coming back, 
anyone can become a gocxl 
social dancer? 

A: After all, the ability u 
communicate through move¬ 
ment and music does not really 
rely on how many steps you 
know! c
